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The  Boston  Pops 

In  1881,  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  founder  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
wrote  of  his  wish  to  present  in  Boston  “concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music.”  The 
first  Boston  Pops  concert,  on  July  11,  1885,  represented  the  fulfillment  of  his 
dream.  Called  the  "Promenade  Concerts"  until  1900,  they  combined  light  classical 
music,  tunes  from  the  musical  theater,  and  an  occasional  novelty  number.  Allowing 
for  some  changes  of  taste  over  the  course  of  a century,  the  early  programs  were 
remarkably  similar  to  the  Pops  programs  of  today. 

Pops  concerts  are  performed  by  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  which  is  com- 
posed of  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  (except  for  twelve  of  the 
principal  players,  who  tour  during  the  Pops  season  as  the  Boston  Symphony 
Chamber  Players),  and  by  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  made  up  of 
other  Boston-based  musicians.  Both  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  and  the  Boston 
Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  represent  the  city  of  Boston  on  tour.  The  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra  has  appeared  at  the  White  House  and  at  the  Lincoln  Memorial; 
Mr.  Williams  led  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  a tour  of  Japan  in  June  1990. 

The  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  has  made  five  tours  of  United  States 
summer  festivals  and  in  November  1987  visited  Japan  with  John  Williams.  This 
summer  Mr.  Williams  will  lead  the  BPEO  on  its  sixth  tour  of  United  States  sum- 
mary festivals. 

The  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  for  many  years  linked  with  the  name  of 
Arthur  Fiedler,  who  in  1930  became  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  and  the  first  who  was  American-born.  One  of  Fiedler's  great  dreams  was 
to  establish  a series  of  free  outdoor  orchestral  concerts  for  the  people  of  Bos- 
ton. In  1929,  this  dream  became  a reality  when  he  organized  the  first  Esplanade 
Concerts,  which  took  place  on  the  banks  of  the  Charles  River.  Fiedler’s  Espla- 
nade concerts  were  eventually  absorbed  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
organization. 

Following  the  death  of  Arthur  Fiedler  in  1979,  the  Boston  Foundation  and  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  created  the  Arthur  Fiedler  Esplanade  Concerts 
Fund  in  honor  of  Mr.  Fiedler  and  his  founding  in  1929  of  the  free  concerts  tra- 
dition. Contributions  to  the  fund  came  from  hundreds  of  donors  whose  gifts 
were  matched  on  a one-to-one  basis  by  the  Foundation  until  the  fund  reached 
its  goal  of  $1  million.  The  income  from  this  permanent  fund,  held  in  trust  by 
the  Boston  Foundation,  is  used  exclusively  to  help  defray  the  costs  of  these  con- 
certs, and  each  year  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  designates  one  of  the 
Esplanade  Concerts  “The  Arthur  Fiedler  Concert.”  The  Metropolitan  District 
Commission,  which  so  generously  provides  the  Hatch  Shell,  meets  a portion  of 
the  security,  clean-up,  and  amplification  expenses;  however,  there  still  remains 
a substantial  deficit  that  requires  funding  on  an  annual  basis.  Audience  mem- 
bers who  wish  to  help  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  meet  these  costs  and  to 
keep  a unique  community  tradition  alive  should  send  their  contributions  (tax- 
deductible  as  provided  by  law)  to  the  Boston  Pops  Fund,  Symphony  Hall,  301 
Massachusetts  Avenue,  Boston,  MA  02115.

hilde  in  Scottish  Opera’s  Ring  cycle;  and  the  title  role  in 
Tosca  in  Perth,  Australia.  Important  future  engagements 
include  Tosca  with  the  Cleveland  Orchestra  under  Leonard 
Slatkin;  Donna  Anna,  Senta  (Der  fliegende  Hollander ) and

As  a teenager,  Jennifer  Holliday  sang  in  the  choir  of  the 
Pleasant  Grove  Baptist  Church  in  Houston,  Texas,  and  was 
a featured  soloist  on  local  television  and  radio  programs. 

Her  original  career  plans  of  attending  law  school  and 
becoming  involved  in  politics  forever  changed  in  1979 
when  she  flew  to  New  York  to  audition  for  the  Broadway 
revival  of  Your  Arm  's  Too  Short  to  Bo*  with  God  and  was 
hired  that  same  day.  Following  that  production,  on  Decem- 
ber 20,  1981,  Ms.  Holliday  opened  on  Broadway  in  Dream- 
girls;  she  stayed  with  the  show  for  two  years.  Her  show- 
stopping performance,  including  the  memorable  song  “And 
I’m  Telling  You  I’m  Not  Going,"  earned  her  a Tony  and  two 
Grammy  awards.  In  1984  Jennifer  Holliday  undertook  her  first  concert  tour  (with 
Peabo  Biyson)  and  soon  realized  that  she  was  very  comfortable  interpreting  other 
artists’  material  in  her  own  inimitable  style.  Her  own  musical  tastes  range  from  the 
blues  of  Bessie  Smith,  to  rock  and  country  and  western  music.  A highlight  of  her 
concerts  has  been  her  version  of  Willie  Nelson’s  “You  Were  Always  on  My  Mind.” 
Jennifer  Holliday  recently  performed  at  Radio  City  Music  Hall  with  Johnny  Mathis  to 
great  acclaim  and  released  her  first  album  on  the  Arista  label.  Entitled  I'm  on  Your 
Side,  the  recording  was  nearly  two  years  in  the  making.

Born  in  1960  in  Tenby,  South  Wales,  Grant  Llewellyn 
studied  at  Chethams  School  of  Music,  the  Perugia  Conser- 
vatorio,  the  Royal  College  of  Music,  and  at  Cambridge.  In 
1985  he  was  a Fellowship  Conductor  at  the  Tanglewood 
Music  Center.  In  September  1990  he  was  appointed  assis- 
tant conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and 
associate  conductor  of  the  BBC  Welsh  Symphony.  Mr. 
Llewellyn  won  the  Leeds  Conductors  Competition  in  1986 
and  made  his  Royal  Festival  Hall  debut  with  the  BBC  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  the  following  February.  In  May  1987  he 
made  his  opera  debut  at  the  Spoleto  Festival  USA  with 
Rameau’s  Platee;  in  December  1988  he  made  his  United 
Kingdom  opera  debut  with  Scottish  Opera.  In  January  1991  he  made  his  debut  at  the 
Concertgebouw  in  Amsterdam,  conducting  the  Netherlands  Chamber  Orchestra.  Mr. 
Llewellyn  made  his  Japanese  debut  with  the  Osaka  Philharmonic  and  the  Yomiuri 
Nippon  Symphony  Orchestras  in  1990;  also  that  year  he  toured  France  and  Italy  with 
the  English  Chamber  Orchestra.  Recent  engagements  have  included  a concert  and 
recording,  for  Decca,  with  the  Royal  Liverpool  Philharmonic  and  the  opening  con- 
cert of  the  1991  Cheltenham  Festival  with  the  BBC  Welsh  Symphony.  With  the  latter 
ensemble,  he  recently  made  a series  of  television  programs  and  a recording  of  a 
new  symphony  by  William  Mathias,  for  Nimbus  Records.  Mr.  Llewellyn  has  just  been 
named  Principal  Guest  Conductor  of  the  Stavanger  Symphony  Orchestra  of  Norway; 
in  May  of  this  year  he  led  that  ensemble  on  a tour  of  the  Baltic  States.  Mr.  Llewellyn 
has  led  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  Symphony  Hall  and  at  Tanglewood.  This 
season  he  makes  his  Boston  Pops  debut,  leading  concerts  at  Symphony  Hall  and  on 
the  Esplanade. 

Sharan  Leventhal 

Recognized  as  one  of  Boston's  most  versatile  musicians, 
violinist  Sharan  Leventhal  was  a thirteen-time  concerto 
competition  winner  by  the  age  of  twenty-one.  She  has 
appeared  with  the  Boston  Ballet  Orchestra,  the  Vermont 
and  Milwaukee  symphonies,  and  with  the  orchestras  at 
Yale,  Boston  University,  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  As 
a recitalist,  Ms.  Leventhal  has  performed  throughout  the 
United  States,  and  in  England  and  the  Netherlands.  A dedi- 
cated chamber  musician,  she  is  a member  of  the  Boston 
Artists’  Ensemble,  and  has  been  a guest  artist  with  the  Muir 
Quartet,  the  Apple  Hill  Chamber  Players,  and  the  Boston 
Chamber  Music  Society.  Ms.  Leventhal  held  the  position  of 
Associate  Professor  at  the  Berklee  College  of  Music  and  has  presented  master  classes 
at  a variety  of  schools,  including  the  Bruckner-Konservatorium  in  Linz,  Austria;  she 
will  return  there  next  year  to  teach  violin  pedagogy  and  a seminar  in  the  aesthetics 
of  contemporary  music.  Perhaps  best-known  for  her  work  in  contemporary  music, 
Ms.  Leventhal  won  the  Kranischsteiner  Musikpreis  in  1984  at  the  International  Con- 
temporary Music  Festival  in  Darmstadt,  West  Germany.  Her  understanding  of  the 
language  of  contemporary  music  has  inspired  numerous  composers  to  write  for  her. 
Ms.  Leventhal  has  recorded  all  of  Virgil  Thomson’s  violin/piano  literature  with 
pianist/scholar  Anthony  Tommasini  for  Northeastern  Records.  In  1985  Sharan 
Leventhal  formed  the  critically  acclaimed  duo  Marimolin  with  marimbist  Nancy 
Zeltsman.  The  duo  has  performed  and  held  master  classes  throughout  the  U.S.  and 
Europe,  and  has  recorded  for  the  BBC,  ORF  (Austria),  Musikradion  (Sweden),  and 
WGBH.  Marimolin  will  begin  work  on  its  second  compact  disc  in  the  spring  of  1993, 
having  released  its  first  recording  in  1988  on  the  GM  Recordings  label.  A member  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  since  1981,  Sharan  Leventhal  made  her  debut 
as  soloist  with  the  orchestra  last  week  at  Symphony  Hall.

Making  his  Boston  Pops  debut,  Robert  Spano  was 
appointed  an  assistant  conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  beginning  with  the  1990-91  season.  He  is  also 
music  director  of  the  Opera  Theater  at  the  Oberlin  Conser- 
vatory, a position  he  assumed  in  1989.  From  1985  to  1989 
he  was  director  of  orchestras  and  conductor  of  opera  at 
Bowling  Green  University  in  Ohio.  Mr.  Spano  is  a graduate 
of  the  Oberlin  Conservatory,  where  he  studied  violin,  piano, 
composition,  and  conducting,  and  was  the  recipient  of 
numerous  awards,  including  the  Louis  Sudler  Prize  in  the 
Arts  and  the  Rudolf  Serkin  Award.  He  continued  his  con- 
ducting studies  at  the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  with  Max 
Rudolf.  He  has  been  conductor  of  the  Northern  Ohio  Youth  Orchestra  and  assistant 
conductor  of  the  Philadelphia  Youth  Orchestra,  with  which  he  toured  China  in  1985. 
An  active  chamber  musician,  Mr.  Spano  has  appeared  with  the  Smithsonian  Cham- 
ber Players  in  Washington,  D.C.,  at  Carnegie  Recital  Hall,  and  at  Suntory  Hall  in 
Tokyo.  He  has  appeared  as  a guest  conductor  with  Chicago  Civic  Opera,  Ohio  Light 
Opera,  the  Lyra  Consort  of  St.  Paul,  the  New  Hampshire  Music  Festival,  and  at  the 
University  of  Southern  California.  Mr.  Spano  participated  as  pianist  on  a special 
vocal  recital  celebrating  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center’s  fiftieth  anniversary  in  1990; 
also  that  summer  at  Tanglewood  he  conducted  a TMC  performance  of  Luciano 
Berio’s  Requies.  Mr.  Spano  conducted  subscription  concerts  with  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  in  February  1991.  In  November  1991  he  made  his  acclaimed  debut 
with  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra,  substituting  at  short  notice  for  the  ailing  Klaus 
Tennstedt.  Also  that  month,  at  Oberlin,  he  conducted  performances  of  Mozart’s  The 
Magic  Flute.  He  will  lead  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  concerts  at  Tanglewood 
later  this  month  and  at  Symphony  Hall  in  February  1993.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  Associate  Conductor  Laureate  of  the 
Boston  Pops,  founder  and  Conductor  Laureate  of  the  Bos- 
ton Symphony  Youth  Concerts,  and  music  director  of  the 
Boston  Classical  Orchestra.  He  retired  in  1987  from  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s  first  violin  section.  A native 
of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  is  a graduate  of 
Somerville  High  School  and  the  New  England  Conservatory 
of  Music.  He  studied  violin  with  Carl  Flesch  and  Max  Rostal 
as  a fellowship  student  at  Berlin’s  Hochschule  fur  Musik 
and  later  studied  conducting  with  Pierre  Monteux  at  the 
Domain  School  in  Maine.  He  joined  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  in  1938  under  Serge  Koussevitzky. 

Active  as  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Dickson  has  conducted  Pops  concerts  with  many 
orchestras  outside  of  Boston.  In  addition,  he  remains  active  as  a conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  at  Symphony  Hall, 
on  the  Esplanade,  and  in  other  areas  of  New  England. 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous  awards,  Mr.  Dickson  is  a Chevalier  in  the 
Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  of  the  French  government.  He  has  been  honored  by 
the  National  Conference  of  the  Humanities  and  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a national  honor 
and  professional  association  in  education.  In  1975  the  city  of  Somerville  dedicated 
the  Hariy  Ellis  Dickson  Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its  Winter  Hill  Com- 
munity School,  and  in  1983  the  Boston  Public  Schools  honored  him  by  dedicating 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  in  the  Roland  Hayes  Division  of  Music  at 
Madison  Park  High  School.  In  November  1991  Mayor  Raymond  L.  Flynn  dedicated 
“Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Park"  on  Westland  Avenue  near  Symphony  Hall.  Mr.  Dickson 
holds  honorary  degrees  from  many  local  colleges  and  universities,  and  from  the 
American  College  of  Greece.  His  latest  honorary  degrees  were  awarded  in  1987  by 
Boston  University,  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  the  Boston  Conservatory, 
and  Framingham  State  College. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  music  and  musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has 
incorporated  many  of  them  into  his  books,  Gentlemen,  More  Dolce  Please!,  an 
entertaining  view  of  music  behind  the  scenes,  and  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston 
Pops.  In  addition,  he  furthered  the  part-time  conducting  career  of  his  close  friend, 
the  late  Danny  Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as 
musical  mentor.

1990  he  was  appointed  assistant  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  associate  conductor  of  the  BBC 
Welsh  Symphony.  Mr.  Llewellyn  won  the  Leeds  Conductors 
Competition  in  1986  and  made  his  Royal  Festival  Hall  debut 
with  the  BBC  Symphony  Orchestra  the  following  February. 
In  May  1987  he  made  his  opera  debut  at  the  Spoleto  Festi- 
val USA  with  Rameau’s  Platee ; in  December  1988  he  made  his  United  Kingdom 
opera  debut  with  Scottish  Opera.  Mr.  Llewellyn’s  recent  engagements  have  included 
appearances  with  the  English  Chamber  Orchestra  at  Queen  Elizabeth  Hall,  the  BBC 
Welsh  Symphony,  the  Halle  Orchestra,  the  City  of  Birmingham  Symphony  Orchestra, 
the  Scottish  Chamber  Orchestra,  the  London  Mozart  Players,  and  the  Royal  Philhar- 
monic.
